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ITie  Library  Commissions  of  Iowa,  Minnesota,  and  Wisconsin  have 
arranged  to  do  some  of  their  work  in  the  future  in  co-operation.  The 
Iowa  Commission  will  publish  a  bi-monthly  bulletin,  the  Minnesota 
Commission  will  edit  a  hand-book,  and  the  Wisconsin  Commission  will 
issue  frequent  book  lists. 

The  purpose  of  this  list  is  to  aid  librarians  and  members  of  book 
;  committees  in  tne  libraries  of  the  three  states,  and  to  insure  the  best 
investment  of  the  book  funds.  Selection  must  be  made  from  a  very 
large  number  of  new  books.  It  is  not  possible  in  every  town  to  have 
C  the  books  for  examination,  and  if  it  were,  sufhcient  time  could  not  be 
given  to  it.  Most  of  the  reviews  do  not  give  the  information  needed  in 
libraries  and  some  of  them  are  utterly  unreliable. 

The  leading  publishers  send  books  to  the  Wisconsin  Commission  for 
examination.    They  are  carefully  reviewed  with  the  needs  of  the  pub- 
J      lie  library  in  mind.    Only  worthy  books,  especially  adapted  to  the 

needs  of  the  small  public  libraries,  are  included  in  these  lists. 
\         A  large  number  of  books  are  examined  and  many  are  thought  to  be 
unfit  for  library  use.    Others  are  for  large  libraries  only,  and  lists 
of  these  will  be  included  at  frequent  intervals. 

The  officers  of  the  Commissions  will  be  pleased  to  have  librarians  sub- 
mit book  lists,  and  to  give  information  in  regard  to  books  omitted  from 
this  list. 


It  must  be  remembered  that  the  new  books  are  not  always  the  best 
books.  A  few  of  the  old  books  ought  to  be  included  in  each  order. 
The  library  should  be  carefully  and  systematically  built  up  with  a 
consideration  for  all  the  interests  and  needs  of  the  community. 

This  list  is  supplementary  to  the  Suggestive  list  of  popular  hooks  of 
June,  1900,  a  new  edition  of  which  will  be  issued  by  the  three  commis- 
sions in  January,  1902.  It  will  be  m.ailed  without  charge  to  librarians 
and  members  of  book  committees.

This  list  is  the  first  supplement  to  the  Suggestive  list  of  books  for  a 
small  library,  issued  in  January,  1902.  It  is  compiled  after  a  careful  ex- 
amination of  books  sent  by  the  publishers  to  the  Wisconsin  Free  Library 
Commission. 

Before  deciding  to  buy  a  new  book,  the  book  committee  should  examine 
the  library  shelf  list  to  see  if  books  on  the  same  subject  are  already  in  the 
library.  The  charging  cards  show  how  often  these  books  have  been  circul- 
ated, and  give  a  clue  to  the  tastes  of  the  readers.  Some  very  excellent  books 
maybe  rejected  because  there  is  no  local  demand  for  such  literature,  or  be- 
cause good  books  on  the  same  subject  are  already  on  the  library  shelves.  The 
funds  of  small  libraries  do  not  permit  the  building  of  large  special  collec- 
tions. One  book  upon  a  subject  must  often  suffice,  and  even  in  the  most 
popular  classes  but  few  works  may  be  bought  which  in  any  way  duplicate 
each  other.  In  all  cases  it  is  the  best  book  and  not  necessarily  the  latest 
book  which  should  be  sought.  Orders  should  not  be  limited  to  the  new 
books.  The  library  should  be  carefully  and  systematically  built  up,  with  a 
consideration  for  all  the  interests  and  needs  of  the  community.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  librarians  check  the  Suggestive  list  of  books,  which  is  sent 
out  by  the  Commissions,  and  inciude  in  each  order  books  from  that  list 
which  are  not  in  the  library. 

The  following  lists  have  been  graded  for  the  purpose  of  making  selec- 
tion less  difficult  for  very  small  libraries.  In  the  lists  under  General 
literature  and  Fiction  the  books  marked  with  asterisks  are  recommended 
for  libraries  having  from  $100  to  $200  a  year  for  books;  titles  of  books  in 
these  lists  not  marked  are  suitable  selections  when  the  book  fund  is  from 
$200  to  $400,    The  list  for  larger  libraries  contains  some  starred  entries  for 
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books  which  may  be  bought  if  there  is  special  need  for  such  literature, 
and  in  libraries  where  the  book  funds  are  larger.  Selections  may  be  made 
from  the  books  in  the  last  list  as  funds  allow  or  demands  require. 

Librarians  should  collect  and  exhibit  the  books  about  trees,  birds  and 
outdoor  life  while  the  interest  awakened  by  arbor  day  is  strong.  The 
superintendents  of  instruction  in  a  number  of  states  issue  attractive 
arbor  and  bird  day  annuals  which  should  be  secured  and  used  in  the 
library  exhibit.  A  list  of  good  books  for  this  purpose  may  be  found  in  the 
Suggestive  list.

No  library  has  a  book  fund  large  enough  to  buy  all  the  best  hooks. 
Every  dollar  spent  for  a  fair  or  worthless  book  keeps  a  valuable  book 
out  of  the  library. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  matter  of  book  prices  is  still  in  an  un- 
satisfactory state,  and  that  many  new  books  are  published  at  a  high 
price  subject  to  but  ten  per  cent,  discount,  it  will  be  as  well  for  li- 
brarians to  confine  orders  for  new  books  to  the  best  of  the  fiction  and 
the  few  works  not  classed  as  fiction  which  are  absolutely  essential. 
A  number  of  expensive  works  recently  published  and  valuable  for  large 
libraries,  have  been  omitted  from  this  list  but  will  be  included  in  the 
list  to  be  issued  in  October. 

It  is  wise  to  spend  the  book  fund  for  the  summer  months  in  replac- 
ing discarded  copies  of  the  best  works  and  in  substituting  clean  books 
for  those  worn  and  soiled;  placing  on  the  shelves  for  the  first  time 
books  which  are  needed  in  th"e  non-fiction  classes  and  some  of  the 
standard  fiction;  adding  permanently  valuable  editions  of  the  most 
widely  read  novels  of  Scott,  Dickens,  and  Thackeray;  buying  books 
necessary  for  club  and  school  work  which  will  begin  in  the  early  fall; 
and  providing  liberally  duplicates  of  children's  books  which  are  in- 
cluded in  the  Suggestive  List. 

Reference  books  for  studyi  clubs  should  be  bought  early  in  the  sum- 
mer to  allow  the  members  the  privilege  of  general  reading  preparatory 
to  the  year's  work,  and  thus  lessening  the  pressure  on  these  books 
during  the  fall. 


There  has  never  been  a  time  when  it  was  so  necessary  to  guard 
against  worthless  fiction.  A  large  percentage  of  the  new  novels  may 
safely  be  called  "trash."  Extensive  advertising  and  careless  reviewers 
have  led  some  book  committees  into  unwise  expenditures.  Books  which 
are  bought  without  careful  consideration  and)  satisfactory  reason  will 
be  a  burden  and  expense  for  years  to  come  and  the  men  and  women 
who  are  now  controlling  the  libraries  will  be  held  responsible  not  only 
for  money  wasted,  but  for  introducing  bad  influences. 

Books  marked  with  asterisks  in  the  following  lists  are  recommended 
for  first  purchases  not  because  they  are  best  from  a  literary  standpoint, 
but  because  they  will  probably  find  most  readers  in  small  towns.  Books 
in  general  literature  have  not  been  marked  as  it  is  thought  they  are  all 
good  and  that  the  needs  of  the  library  must  affect  the  decision.

GOOD  BOOKS  ARE  THE  WORST  ENEMIES  OP  THE  BEST 

BOOKS. 


One  noticeable  feature  in  connection  with  the  issue  to  the  branches  and 
stations  is  the  large  number  of  unsuccessful  applications  for  books.  Per- 
sonal applications  in  the  Children's  room  which  are  not  successful  cannot 
satisfactorily  be  recorded,  but  a  record  has  been  kept  of  the  slips  sent  in 
from  the  branches  on  which  no  book  could  be  supplied.  Of  such  slips, 
21,998  have  been  returned  during  the  year.  As  each  slip  represents  from 
one  to  five  books,  the  number  of  children's  books  asked  for  and  not  ob- 
tained may  fairly  be  stated  as  double  that  of  the  number  of  the  slips.  In 
one  month  of  the  2,417  slips,  very  nearly  half  of  the  requests  were  for  the 
twelve  following  books:  Little  Women  and  Little  Men,  by  Miss  Alcott;  the 
Celtic,  English  and  Indian  Fairy  Tales,  edited  by  Joseph  Jacobs;  the  Blue, 
Green,  Pink,  Red  and  Yellow  fairy  books,  arranged  by  Andrew  Lang; 
Mother  Goose  and  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin.  These  are  the  children's  choice. 
They  are  without  exception  books  of  merit,  and  universally  recognized  a» 
such.  These  applications  afford  undoubted  evidence  of  the  spontaneous 
demand  among  the  children  for  thoroughly  good  books,  a  demand  which 
should  be  met  and  which  the  Library  cannot  at  present  supply. 

This  subject  becomes  of  special  importance  when  the  inferior  quality  of 
the  great  mass  of  juvenile  literature  is  considered,  which  literature  the 
Library  now,  to  a  great  extent,  offers  to  those  who  actually  apply  for  bet- 
ter things  which  it  is  unable  to  supply.  There  is  here  no  question  of  for- 
cing a  superior  book  upon  a  child  who  desires  to  read  an  inferior  one,  but 
rather  whether  the  present  book  supply  does  not  in  effect  force  an  inferior 
book  upon  a  child  whose  preference  would  be  for  a  better  one. 

This  same  problem  perplexes  other  departments  and  indeed  confronts  the 
whole  Library.  If  it  is  true  that  a  large  proportion  of  juvenile  literature 
ii3  not  of  a  convincingly  high  character,  and  if  it  is  evident,  as  it  seems  to 
be,  that  children  evince  a  peculiar  fondness  for  a  few  exceedingly  good 
books,  may  it  not  be  better  to  confine  the  selection  of  books  for  children, 
and  of  fiction  for  adults  as  well,  to  those  of  undoubted  merit,  secure  a  con- 
tinuous popularity,  and  to  buy  such  books  in  large  quantities,  excluding: 
much  of  an  inferior  grade?  The  proposition  has  been  under  consideration 
of  recommending  the  purchase  of  500  copies  at  a  time  of  the  Lang  Fairy 
books,  which  undoubtedly  would  find  constant  use.—  Extract  from  the 
oOth  annual  report  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  1902.

PUBLIC  DOCUMENTS  FOR  SMALL  LIBRARIES. 
2. 

By  J.  I,  Wyer,  of  the  Nebraska  Library  Commission. 

In  Baying  list  of  recent  books,  number  7,  the  attention  of  small 
libraries  is  called  to  14  series  of  continuation  reports,  bulletins  and  pub- 
lications issued  by  various  government  departments,  which  seem  to  prom- 
ise permanent  and  regular  usefulness  in  any  library.  Future  volumes 
or  pamphlets  continuing  these  14  series  will  not  be  mentioned  again  in 
these  lists,  the  presumption  being  that  the  first  mention  will  induce 
libraries  to  secure  the  succeeding  volumes  as  they  appear. 

Agriculture  Department. 

This  department  is  the  largest  publisher  of  documents  interesting  and 
valuable  to  small  libraries.  It  is  anxious  to  get  its  publications  into  the 
hands  of  the  people  and  active  in  advertising  them.  Its  Monthly  list  of 
publications  will  be  sent  free  to  any  applicant.  A  List  of  bulletins^  cir- 
culars, etc.,  available  for  free  distribution  is  printed  at  intervals  and 
includes  the  publications  which  are  of  most  general  interest.  Each 
bureau  and  division  issues  now  and  then  for  free  distribution  a  list  of  its 
own  publications,  for  example,  List  of  publications  of  the  Botanical 
division,  12  pages,  December,  1902:  List  of  publications  of  the  Soils 
bureau,  14  pages,  January,  1903;  List  of  ifublications  of  the  Office  of 
experiment  stations  on  irrigation,  8  pages,  October,  1902.  These  lists 
are  all  well  worth  getting,  the  latter  serving  as  a.useful  bibliography.  Look 
them  over  and  see  if  there  is  any  item  which  you  are  very  sure  will  be 
useful  to  you  in  your  library,  but  do  not  let  them  tempt  you  to  aimless 
acquisition  or  to  starting  ill-considered  "sets,"  just  because  they  may  be 
had  for  the  asking. 

The  Forestry  bureau  has  recently  issued,  as  bulletin  36,  the  Woodman^s 
handbook,  part  1,  by  H.  S.  Graves.  This  useful  little  volume  contains 
rules  for  finding  the  contents  of  logs  and  standing  timber;  methods  of  es- 
timating timber;  a  brief  outline  of  forest  working  plans  and  a  description 
of  instruments  useful  in  the  woods.  It  should  prove  of  special  service  in 
Minnesota,  Wisconsin  and  Michigan.  The  free  distribution  of  this  book 
will  be  limited  to  your  congressman  and  the  Department  of  agriculture. 
There  are  no  copies  for  sale  or  distribution  by  Superintendent  of  docu- 
ments. 

Circular  24,  from  the  office  of  road  inquiry  on  highway  maintenance  and 
repairs,  is  a  compilation  of  testimonials  and  arguments  favoring  good 
roads,  chiefly  from  Wisconsin  men  and  papers. 

The  Statistics  division  issues  monthly  the  Crojj  reporter,  which  can  be 
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had  through  the  office  of  the  Department,  or  through  your  congressman. 
It  will  be  found  of  general  interest  among  current  periodicals  in  the  read- 
ing room,  especially  during  the  crop  season. 

Civil  Service  Commission. 

A  new  manual  of  examinations  revised  to  January,  1903,  has  just  been 
issued  by  this  Commission.  Candidates  for  government  positions  under 
the  civil  service  are  found  in  every  state,  and  this  manual  should  be  avail- 
able in  all  libraries. 

Interior  Departmekt,  Census  Office. 

The  abstract  of  the  12th  census,  19C0,  recently  published  from  this  oflBce, 
is  a  comprehensive  manual  of  important  statistics  collected  by  the  last 
census.  It  will  be  found  an  exceedingly  useful  reference  manual  supple- 
menting the  annual-  Stotistical  abstract. 

Justice  Department. 

A  15  page  pamphlet  was  published  from  this  Department  in  November, 
1902,  containing  the  text  of  the  Sherman  Anti  trust  law,  and  a  list  of  de- 
cisions relating  thereto.  This  subject,  and  especially  this  bill  are  much 
in  the  public  eye  just  now. 

State  Department. 

The  annual  report  of  the  governor  of  Porto  Rico  has  just  been  issued 
by  this  Department  within  the  past  few  weeks.  It  is  a  document  of 
350  pages  containing  in  addition  to  Governor  Hunt's  report  for  the  time 
from  May,  1901,  to  July,  1902,  the  reports  of  many  other  insular  officers. 
The  document  is  priced  at  25c.  but  may  probably  be  secured  without 
charge  through  your  congressman. 

Congressional  Series. 

Senate  report  No.  166  of  the  57th  congress,  1st  session  (Congressional 
series  no.  4258),  is  of  great  importance  to  those  interested  in  civic  improve- 
ment. The  title  is  Tnir)rovement  of  the  park  system  of  the  District  of 
Columbia. 
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TO  WISCONSIN  LIBRARIANS. 

Distribution  of  bills. 

The  legislature  has  passed  a  bill  authorizing  the  chief  clerks  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  Assembly  to  send  copies  of  all  bills,  resolutions,  joint  resolutions; 
memorials,  and  journals,  and  proper  appliances  for  filing  them,  to  every 
public  library  making  application  for  them.  No  provision  has  been  made 
for  postage  or  for  help  to  carry  out  this  act  and  many  bills  are  out  of  print. 
It  is  possible  to  secure  copies  of  the  more  important  bills,  and  librarians 
who  immediately  make  request  through  assemblymen  will  probably  ob- 
tain them. 

Printed  catalog  cards. 

Orders  were  sent  to  the  Carnegie  library  of  Pittsburgh,  for  22  sets  of 
printed  cards  for  500  books,  and  9  sets  for  the  complete  list  for  Wisconsin. 
A  few  of  the  libraries  did  not  order  because  their  books  have  already  been 
fully  cataloged.  Aside  from  these,  the  list  comprises  most  of  our  active, 
well  organized  libraries,  and  the  results  of  this  experiment  show  that  libra- 
rians are  quick  to  take  advantage  of  labor  saving  schemes. 

The  list  of  500  titles  sent  out  by  the  Commission  includes  many  of 
which  there  are  several  editions.  Through  a  mistake  the  editions  were 
omitted  from  the  printed  list.  When  the  cards  are  ready  for  distribu- 
tion a  list  of  the  best  editions  of  the  children's  classics  will  be  sent  to  each 
subscriber  with  the  recommendation  that  these  editions  be  bought  and 
that  the  cards  be  made  for  them.  Until  this  list  is  seat,  it  is  advised  that 
editions  given  in  the  Suggestive  list  be  bought. 

The  list  for  which  cards  will  be  made  is  not  the  same  as  the  children's 
section  of  the  Suggestive  list,  several  titles  having  been  omitted  from  the 
card  list.  The  Commission  recommends  that  the  Suggestive  list  be  fol- 
lowed in  buying,  even  though  printed  cards  are  not  supplied  for  all  the 
works.  The  new  edition  of  the  Suggestive  list  to  be  issued  in  the  fall 
will  contain  all  of  the  titles  for  which  cards  have  been  printed,  and  addi- 
tions to  the  list.

PRINTED  CATALOG  CARDS 

Attention  is  called  to  the  suggestions  for  ordering  printed  cards  from 
the  Library  of  Congress  printed  at  the  end  of  this  list. 

The  numbers  following  prices  in  this  list  are  to  be  used  in  ordering  the 
cards.  Two  copies  of  the  list  are  sent  to  each  library  so  that  one  may  be 
checked  and  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress  as  an  order  for  catalog  cards 
when  the  books  are  ordered.  The  cost  of  the  printed  cards  is  slight  and 
the  advantage  very  great.  It  is  hoped  that  libraries  generally  will  em- 
brace this  opportunity  to  relieve  the  librarian  of  technical  work  so  that 
she  may  devote  more  time  to  reference  work,  work  with  the  schools  and 
other  important  features  now  somewhat  neglected  because  of  lack  of 
time. 

Many  of  the  printed  cards  have'^subject  headings  suggested,  and  this 
number  will  increase.  The  cards  are  all  alike  and  before  used  must  have 
subject  heading  or  title  written  at  the  top,  and  call  numbers  added.  The 
number  of  cards  advised  includes  title  cards  and  subject  cards  for  analyti- 
cals  when  necessary.    Series  cards  and  reference  cards  are  not  provided, 


The  number  suggested  for  children's  books  is  based  on  rather  full  analyti- 
cal work  similar  to  that  now  being  done  on  the  printed  cards  supplied  by 
the  Carnegie  Library  of  Pittsburgh,  and  includes  headings  for  fiction. 

It  is  thought  that  the  plan  of  furnishing  the  serial  numbers  and  sug- 
gesting the  number  of  cards  required,  will  make  it  possible  for  every  li- 
brary to  buy  the  printed  cards,  and  that  the  only  objection  to  their  gen- 
eral use  is  now  removed. 

Tlie  average  non-fiction  book  will  require  three  cards  which  may  be  had 
for  three  cents— surely  a  very  inexpensive  method  of  cataloging. 

If  the  plan  meets  with  approval,  the  Commission  will  consider  printing 
in  the  list  subject  headings  not  given  on  the  Library  of  Congress  cards.

suggestions  as  to  ordering  printed  cards  from  the  library  of 
congress  for  books  in  this  list. 

The  numbers  appended  to  the  titles  are  to  be  used  in  ordering  cards 
from  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  number  in  front  of  the  slanting  line 
is  the  Library  of  Congress  serial  number.  The  number  after  the  slanting 
line  indicates  the  number  of  cards  which  the  Commission  thinks  it  advis- 
able to  order  and  use  in  cataloging  the  book.  Libraries  which  have 
card  shelf  lists  or  which  need  extra  copies  for  any  other  purpose  must, 
of  course,  add  that  number  to  the  number  indicated.  The  price  for  cards 
ordered  from  this  list  for  any  book  will  be  2c.  for  the  first  card  and  l^c. 
for  each  additional  card  ordered  for  that  book  at  the  same  time.  The 
simplest  method  of  ordering  is  to  check  the  titles  for  which  cards  are 
wanted  and  send  the  list  itself  to  the  Library  of  Congress.    The  list  will

be  returned  with  the  cards.  Libraries  which  prefer,  however,  to  copy 
serial  numbers  from  the  list  must  be  careful  to  copy  the  numbers  exactly 
and  to  indicate  after  a  slanting  line  the  number  of  cards  wanted.  Serial 
numbers  copied  from  the  Buying  list  should  be  arranged  in  increasing 
order  of  the  numbers.  Orders  made  up  from  the  Buying  list  may  be 
sent  in  on  slips  or  sheets  as  preferred.  There  will  be  no  extra  charges  on 
orders  submitted  in  the  form  of  checked  copies  of  tho  Buying  list,  or 
lists  on  sheets  or  slips  having  serial  numbers  arranged  in  increasing  order. 
If  lists  are  not  thus  arranged  there  will  be  an  extra  charge  of  -^^c.  per 
title  for  lists  on  slips  (single  number  on  a  slip)  and  j%c.  for  lists  in  which 
more  than  one  serial  number  is  placed  on  a  slip  or  sheet.  When  no  num- 
ber or  explanation  is  appended  to  a  title  it  iudicates  that  the  Library  of 
Congress  has  no  card  for  the  book.

The  figure  following  the  slant- 
ing line  indicates  the  number  of  cards  needed  for  full  cataloging.  This 
list  may  be  cheeked  and  used  as  an  order  list,  or  numbers  may  be  copied 
'n  increasing  order  and  sent  in  on  separate  sheet.  The  price  for  cards 
ordered  in  either  way  is  2c.  for  the  first  card  and  3^c.  for  each  additional 
card  for  the  same  title  ordered  at  the  same  time.  The  average  cost  is  Ic. 
a  card. 

Two  copies  oF  the  list  are  sent  to  each  library  so  that  one  may  be  used 
for  ordering  cards.  Libraries  ordering  cards  must  make  an  initial  deposit 
of  $3  or  more  payable  to  the  Librarian  of  Congress.  The  transaction  is 
very  simple,  and  librarians  are  urged  to  accept  the  advantages  offered  by 
the  Library  of  Congress. 


Numbers  not  given  in  this  list  will  be  supplied  as  soon  as  cards  are 
ready. 

We  are  often  asked  if  these  cards  are  practicable  for  small  libraries  and 
we  wish  to  state  that  we  believe  any  library  board  mill  find  it  a  mat. 
te.r  of  great  economy  of  time  and  money  to  order  these  printed  cards. 
It  will  not  only  save  time  and  materials,  but  it  secures  for  each  library 
the  services  of  trained  catalogers.  An  extra  card  may  be  ordered  for  shelf 
list,  and  if  the  business  record  may  be  added  to  this  card,  books  will  be 
ready  for  circulation  as  soon  as  charging  card  can  be  written  and  pockets 
and  labels  pasted.  This  economy  of  time  will  make  possible  the  extension 
work  so  desirable  in  every  library. 

The  following  list  is  longer  than  usual  because  there  are  more  good 
books  recently  issued.  The  accumulation  is  so  great  that  some  books  have 
not  been  examined,  making  it  necessary  to  issue  a  supplementary  list 
within  a  few  weeks.
